Field, though this is not certain. 

As soon as the train stopped it was emp- 
tied of its passengers, Who mostly went at 
once to the dining-hall, Justice Field 
seated himself at the segend table from the 
door, facing it. Deputy 2 Marshal Nagle was 


at his side. 
TERRY AND WIFE 
came in a moment later. Field saw 
them and they saw Field. When the 
pair had come neat o where the Justice 
was seated, Mrs. Terry turned quickly 
about, and, going out of the door, reéntered 
her car with the intention, as subsequently 
appeared, of securing her notorious satchel, 
with its explosive contents. Terry passed 
on and took a seat near the end of the 
table next farther downthe room. There 
he sat, not eating, but glaring at Field, 
who had by this time been served and was 
directing his attention to his plate. 
ASSAULT UPON JUSTICE FIELD. 

Presently Terry arose from his place, 
proceeded to Justice Fiela’s seat, and with- 
out word or warning struck him from be- 
hind a hard blow on the side of his face 
with his half-clinched hand. Field turned, 
looked up, half rose and saw Terry in the 
act of preparing to strike him a second and 
more powerful blow. Describing Terry’s 
appearance at this instant, Justice Field 
said to me afterward that his face pre- 
sented an awful picture of demoniac rage 
and hate.

Terry refusing to desist ‘and paying no 
attention to the officer’s command, Nagle 
firea before the second blow could fall, fol- 
lowing his first shot by another almost in- 
stantly. Both shots took deadly effect, en- 
tering the front and center of Terry's body 
and penetrating the vital part. The weapon 
used was a 44-caliber, steel-mounted, self- 
cocking Colt’s revolver, which the Marshal 
held in his right hand. 

The stricken man instantly fell heavily 
over on his side to the floor, and a moment 
later rolled over upon his back, where he 
lay at full length, dead, having uttered not 
a word ora groan, and having hardly made 
a struggle. As he fell, blood spurted from 
his wounds and some of it fell upon his 
head and face, which fact at first gave rise 
to a report that the Marshal’s second shot 
had entered Terry’s head. ‘This was not 
the case, however, both shots having en- 
tered the body as above described and very 
near to each other. 

Shortly after the shooting Justice Field 
called for his hat and returned to his car, 
accompanied by Deputy Nagle. The re- 
port that Mrs. Terry went through the car, 
attended by a constable, agg for the

Meantime, Mrs. Terry, who had gone 
back to the car for her satchel, was trying to 
reénter the dining-hall, but was prevented 
by the proprietor, Stackpole, so that she 
was not present by her husband’s side at 
the moment of the shooting.

THE GARRETT CASE. 


SEVERAL SENSATIONS IN THE 
COURTROOM. 


The Defendant Piaced Under Bail 
on Three Charges, Amounting to 
$7500—A Revolver Taken from 
Garrett—Williams Tries to Im- 
pugn the Court. 


There has been no day in the re- 
markable Garrett case, since THE 
Times first published the arrest of 
James Edgecomb and the interviews 
with Capt. Garrett and his daughter, 
now Mrs. Maila Edgecomb, that some 
startling developments have not taken 
place, aud yesterday was no exception 
to the rule. The District Attorney 
yesterday practically admitted that 
there is more in the horrible charges 
against Garrett than he supposed, by 
moving that the defendant be held on 
the two additional charges of incest 
and his bail be fixed on those charges. 
He was held in the first instance only 
on the first charge, being allowed to 
on his own recognizance in the 
other two, the bail on the one charge 
being $2500, which he gave. The mo- 
tion was granted and the defendant 
was held on all three charges, the bail 
being $2500 in each, or $7500 in all. 

But the defendant made an excep- 
tionally bad break in the morning b 
appearing in the courtroom arm 
with a Smith & Weston 38-caliber 
revolver. Several of the witnesses 
had expressed their fear of the 
defendant to Justice Lockwood 
and requested that the defendant be 
searched before the examination be- 
gan. This was done and the revolver 
was found in Garrett’s hip-pocket. He 
handed it over to Deputy Constable 
Vail and it was locked up. When the 
search was made all in the courtroom 
were startled and the discovery created 
a sensation. 

Attorney Williams seemed to be de- 
termined not to be outdone in the 
sensation business himself, and the 
continuance of Mrs. Watson’s cross- 
examination was scarcely begun when 
he arose and made charges against the 
Court, asking that the case trans- 
ferred to another court. He had been 
called out by Horace Bell a few 
minutes before he made the motion. 

May it please the Court,“ he said, “I 
have some matters to bring before your 
Honor whichI very much regret. I ob- 
ject to further proceedings being taken 
by this court in this case on the ground 
that this court has prejudged the case, 
has expressed the opinion that the de- 
fendant is guilty, has expressed the 
opinion that the evidence against him 
is most damaging, has stated to the 
District Attorney of this wey that 
after 14 hours’ examination of the girl,

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THE SCHOOL BONDS. 


AN ADDRESS FROM THE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION 


Setting Forth Reasons Why the Pro- 
posed High School Should Be 
Located on Castelar Street and 
Not on Eighth and Grand Ave- 
nue. 


In order to meet the tide of opposi- 
tion to the school bonds which has re- 
cently threatened to overwhelm them, 
the City Board of Education has ad- 
dressed itself to the task of preparing 
a manifesto. At their request the fol- 
lowing is presented as the arguments 
which governed them in selecting the 
proposed site for the High School, on 
Castelar street near Sand: 


To the Qualified Voters of Los Angeles 
City: You will be called upon to vote, 
on the 3ist of this month, for or 
against issuing bonds of the city in 
the amount of $200,000 for the purpose 
of affording additional facilities to 
the public schools system of the city. 

It is generally,conceded that we need 
new buildings, and that the old ones 
* be repaired. We are now try- 

ing to house and teach nearly 7000 
children, and lack of room prevents 
many children from attending more 
than half a day, as we have no places 
in which to put them. Some of the 
buildings have only to be seen and 

you could not help pronouncing them 
Aiscreditable tosuchacity and com- 
munity as ours, and there is hardly one 
that does not demand some repair, 
made necessary by the ordinary wear 
and tear. 

Your Board of Education has paid 
attention to these matters, and is ac-. 
tuated solely by the public ood in ad- 
vising you to vote for the issuing of 
these bonds. They propose to repair 
wherever necessary, alter where advis- 
able, purchase new sites in proper 
pave and erect thereon suitable 

uildings. You have already been ad- 
vised of this by the necessary legal no- 
tices in the newspapers. These no- 
tices have also shown you the neigh- 
borhood of the proposed sites and the 
estimated cost of the buildings to be 
erected upon each site. Further, your 
board has had plans made for the new 
buildings by many architects of suc- 
cessful experience in such matters, and 
re adopted such as seemed most suit- 
able. 

The only objection so far raised 
against the action of the board is the 
location of the High School on Caste- 
lar street, near Temple street. This 
location is but 1324 feet distant from 
Temple block. 

Your board submits to you the fol- 
lowing reasons which are 12 and 
sufficient, as it believes, in r of 
this proposed site: 

. First—There was not any outlay of 
money for the site; it was owned by 
the city and donated by ordinance for 
high school purposes. The amount of 
ground is not too great, but is suffi- 
cient, being 198x282 feet. This depth 
cannot be obtained elsewhere unless it 
be taken through a block, thus making 
two frontages, which would make the

four miles and one-third from the 
northeast corner of the city and only 
two miles from the southwest corner. 

Third—The location is onor near but 
one car line. Pupils from the Main- 
street car line would have to pay an 
extra fare or walk 2000 feet from the 
“corner of Eighth and Main streets. 
Those from the Second-street cable 
line would have to pay the extra fare 
or walk 3900 feet or three-quarters of a 
mile up Grand avenue, on a grade of 
19 feet in 100 from Fifth to Second 
streets. From the Temple-street cable 
line they must walk 5700 feet, or more 
than a mile, over the Grand-avenue 
route and grade, or transfer and pay 
the extra fare. 

Fourth—The location is below the 
Seventh-street sewer and could not be 
connected. The present Eighth-street 
school cannot be connected with the 
sewer for the same reason.

THE TRAGEDY AT LATHROP. 


Yesterday a bullet, fired by a United 
States officer, at Lathrop, put an in- 


of next month, David C. Broderick fell 
in San Mateocounty, mortally wounded 
by a pistol ball, fired at him ir. a duel, 
by that same David S. Terry. 

The incidents which led up to the 
tragic Broderick duel will be found 
narrated in another column. Terry 
and Broderick represented the two an- 
tagonistic civilizations of that day, 
which culminated at Appomattox. The 

principles of the one have over- 
shadowed and swallowed up the other, 
and the citizens ot this country; both 
black and white, are today enjoying to 
a far greater extent than then the 
blessings of free speech and free polit- 
ical action. The day, we trust, is not 
far distant when absolute freedom of 
speech and vote will be enjoyed by the 
humblest colored man in every county 

of the’ Union. Then may the great 
struggle, of which Broderick was one 

of the early victims, be considered as 

finally closed; but not until then. 

The result of that ducil was a feeling 

of widespread resentment against 

Terry throughout the State, and be- 

yond the borders of the State, on the 

part of men whose opinions are most 

to be valued. That feeling has been 

intensified since 1880, during which 

time Terry had given additional proofs 

that he was a man of blood and vio- 

lence. He has, moreover, probably done 

more than any other one man tobring 

justice into contempt in this State, and 

to contribute to that relaxation of 

legal dignity which has become all too 

common. Terry's standing as an ex- 

Chief Justice of the Supreme 

Court of the State made 

his conduct specially inexcusable, 

although it would certainly have been 

bad enough, had he never been more 
than a member of the bar. During 
nearly ten years the public has been 
nauseated with the details of the 
amours of an aged and senile ex- 
Senator, now dead, and interwoven 
therewith came an apparently endless 
succession of perjuries, intimidations, 
thefts, treacheries and browbeating of 

courts, in the midst of which the per- 
sonality of Judge Terry was always 
offensively prominent, so that his 

name became almost a synonym for 
lawlessness in a court of law. His 
marriage to Saran Althea; her insult 
to Justice Field in court; Terry’s armed 
resistance to her removal; the six 
months’ imprisonment of both of them 

for contempt, and Terry’s subsequent 
frequent threats against Field, are 

fresh in the minds of most of our 
readers. 

It will thus be seen that the violent 
insult offered by Terry to Judge Field, 
which resulted in his death, was not 
the hasty deed of an impetuous man, 
but the culmination of a deliberately 
planned course of revenge. The action 
of Officer Nagle in killing Terry will 
be approved by right-thinking men, as. 
it undoubtedly will be by the courts, 
because Terry was a-vio- 
ent, bad man, who had been making 


est judicial tribunal of the United 
States, thus striking at the fountain 
head of justice in the Republic. 


WORTHY OF CONSIDERATION. 


It seems to be a question with many 
people how far a newspaper should go 
in recording the crime and the wrong 
taking place in the community where 
it is published, and many are the vir- 
tuous objections and protests sent 
forth against the publication of revolt- 
ing details such as are often given in 
courts of justice. It certainly is not 
pleasant reading, but there are many 
things to be considered which weigh 
heavily in favor of the publication of 
such matter in the daily newspaper.

“The next instant Terry whipped out a 
dagger about seven inches long and started 
in the direction of the Marshal’s office, 
where Mrs. Terry had been carried a few 
moments before by Marshal Franks. The 
crowd which had followed them out evi- 
dently mistook the knife for a revolver, and 
well knowing Terry’s tamiliarity with that 
weapon, stampeded, yelling like a lot of 
crazy people. 

“Terry was simply boiling over with rage 
and trembled like a leaf. With the knife 
upraised he rushed into the Marshal's quar- 
ters, crying out that he would make mince- 
meat of the person who laid violent 
hands upon his wife. He had not gone far, 
however, before five or six revolvers were 
staring him in the face, being in the hands 
of the Marshal and his deputies, but this 
only seemed to anger him the more, for he 
raged and fumed like an infuriated lion, 
and dared them to shoot. He was seized by 
the deputies, and aftera terfible struggle, 
the weapon was finally wrenched from his 
hand. He was then carried into one 


to of the Marshal's rooms and locked 


up, while his wife was put into an- 
other room. For some time after 
Mrs, Terry's voice could be heard crying out 
in the room that Judge Field had been 
bought, and was a ‘monster,’ a ‘devil,’ etc. 
As soon as quieS could be restored in the 
courtroom the Judge resumed his reading of 
the decision without the least show of ex- 
citement, and read continuously for over an 
hour afterward. Upon concluding, he and 
his associates left the bench, to the surprise 
of everyone, without making any order 
whatever in the way of citing the Terrys to 
appear for contempt or suggesting anything 
in the way of punishment. 
“MRS. TERRY’S BAG, 
which was before her when she came to 
address Justice Field, was, upon being 
opened, found to contain a revolver, every 
chamber of which was loaded.” 
DEPUTY NAGLE. 

Deputy David Nagle is the same officer 
who disarmed Terry in. the United States 
Circuit Court room on the occasion of the 
celebrated trial, where both Terry and wife 
attempted violence in the presence of the 
court, as related in the above extract. 
Nagle was formerly an Arizon, Sheriff, do- 
ing business at and about Tombstone.

DAVID 8. TERRY. 


AN OUTLINE SKETCH OF HIS 
STORMY CAREER. 


; * 

With Houston in Texas, With Taylor 
in Mexico, and With the South 
inthe Rebellion—The Terry- 
Broderick Duel. 


It would be a difficult matter to follow 


Smith Terry was bora in Todd 


‘| from Scotland and Ireland, and settled in | 
Virginia. His maternal grandfather and 


others of his ancestral family took active 
part in the war of the Revolution. Judge 
Terry’s father was a cotton planter in Ken- 
tucky and afterwards in Mississippi. He 
removed with his family to ‘Texas 
prior to the acquisition of that vast terri- 
tory by the United States, young Davis 5. 
being then only 12 years of age. 

HIS START IN LIFE. 

The death of his father occurring im- 
mediately after settlement in Texas, and 
his mother’s death occurring one year later, 
the youthful Terry became his own guard- 
jan. and his struggles of a life upon the 
wildest of wild frontier, the dangers which 
daily surrounded him and Wich he learned 
to meet with manly firmness, no doubt did 
much to form that aggressiveness of char- 
acter which marked his career in the 
early days of California, 

The adventurous young Terry served in 
the army ofthe Lone Star Republic under 
the renowned Sam Houston, and was one of 
the actors in the battle of San Jacinto. For 
his bravery and intrepidity in that battle he 
won special and honorable mention from 
his General. When the independence of 
Mexico had been achieved, the young sol- 
dier laid by the musket and took up Black- 
stone in the office of a prominent law firm 
in Houston, and in due time was admitted 
tothe bar. At the breaking out of the 
Mexican war he was one of the first to en- 
list, and was with Gen. Taylor at ‘*Monte- 
rey, where he won the day.” 

ACROSS THE PLAINS TO CALIFORNIA. 

In 1849 he organized a company of Tex- 
ans and crossed the plains to California. 
While en route two fights with the Indians 
were had, in which many of the latter were 
killed, with the loss of but one of the Tex- 


ns. 

On arriving in California the young law- 
yer aud soldier turned his attention imme- 
diately to mining in Calaveras county, 
which occupation he followed only for a 
few months, relinquishing the pick and pan 
and the rocker to take up the law, opening 
an office in Stockton, where he continued 
almost uninterruptedly for over thirty-five 
years, ani where he began that political ca- 
reer which rendered his name famous, and 
which was marked by one episode at least 
which shall forever stand as a blot upon the 
political history of the State. 

HIS ENTRY INTO POLITICS, 

In 1850 he ran for Mayor of Stockton 
against Samuel Purdy and was defeated. In 
the same year he formed a law partnership 
with D. W. Perley, which continued until 
1855, when he was elected on the Native 


Justice of the Supreme Court, the same 
E electing at the same time Hon. Hugh 

- Murray for the six-year term. Judge 
Terry took his seat in the Supreme bench 
in January, 1856, His decisions are reported 
in volumes five to 14, inclusive, of the Su- 
1 Court Reports. They have always 

en considered terse, sound and logical. 
In the Ninth California, in the case of 
Warner vs. the Steamer Uncle Sam, he 
took occasion to present in his opinion, a 
argument in favor of State’s Rights. 
Oo the death of Justice Murray in 1857, 
Judge Terry became Chief Justice. 

A BRUSH WITH THE VIGILANTES. 

The first year of his judicial life was 
‘marked by an extraordinary and an ex- 
citing adventure. This was the year of the 
great Vigilance Committee of San Fran- 
cisco, He was an n and violent foe to 
that organization, aud contended that it 
should be suppressed by the military power 
of the State, possible, and by the Nation 
if necessary. Gov. J. Neely Johnson issued 
a proclamation declaring San Francisco in 
a state of insurrection. His applications, 
however, for military aid, to Gen. Wool and 
President Pierce, were refused. A schooner 
loaded with arms to be used by the State 
troops was seized by the vicilantes, and the 
latter in their investigations concerning the 
shipment of these arms desired the testimony 
of une Maloney. S. A. Hopkins, a sergeant 
of the Vigilance Committee, found Maloney 
with Judge Terry, who resisted the attempt 
of Hopkins to arrest Maloney. Hopkins 
seized Judge Terry’s gun, when the latter 
stabbed him in the neck, inflicting a serious 
wound. The Judge was overpowered, dis- 
armed and incarcerated in Fort Gunny-

STIRRING POLITICAL TIMES. 

Up to the year 1359 the Democratic party 
of California had been violently rent by 
factions, there being the pro-slavery and 
the anti-slavery wings of that party, and 
the struggle. for supremacy between those 
two factions was often bitter and uncom- 
promising. In the year 1859 the crisis came 
and the party spiit absolutely, the anti- 
slavery or Douglas wing being led by David 
C. Broderick, while David S. Terry was a 
— supporter of the Buchanan admiuis- 

ation. 

On the 24th of June, 1850, 
in a speech before the Administration 
State Convention Judge Terry, then Chief 
Justice of the State, denounced the op- 
posing wing of the party as a miserable 
remnant of a faction sailing under false 
colors, trying to obtain votes under false 
pretenses, They have tio distinction; they 
are entitied tonone. They are the follow- 
ersof one man—the personal chattels of a 
single individual whom they are ashamed 
of. They belong body and soul to David 
C. Broderick. They are yet ashamed to ac- 
knowledge their master and are calling 
themselves, forsooth, Douglass Democrats. 
They are followers notof Stephen A. Doug- 
lass, but of Fred Douglass.” 7 

THE GAGE OF BATTLE. 

Broderick read that declaration while at 
breakfast next morning at his hotel in San 
Francisco,and as might naturally have been 


expected was highly indignant, and he re- 
marked in angry tones toa friend that he 
“had always spoken of Judge Terry as the 
only honest man on the Supreme bench, 
but I take it all back.” This was heard by 
Perley, Terry’s friend and former law 
partner, who informed Broderick that he 
would call him to account for the words he 
had spoken, and immediately left the table. 

On the same day Perley sent a challenge 
to Broderick, who answered that he could 
not at the present time, afford to descend to 
a violation of the Constitution and State 
laws, and, if compelled to accept a chal- 
lenge, it could only be with a gentleman 
holding a position equally elevated and re- 
sponsible, and there are no circumstances 

at could induce me ever to do this during 
the pendency of the present canvass.” 

The election which followed resulted in a 
victory for the Terry wing of the party, and 
on the day following the election Judge 
Terry resigned his position as Chief Justice 
and sent a note to Broderick demanding a 
retraction of the words spoken at the break- 
fast table in the 9 of Perley. Brod- 
erick asked that he set forth the language 
that was objected to. This was done. 
Broderick then wrote the words as he re- 
membered them, but substantially as had 
been reported, made no retraction, and 
added that Judge Te could decide 
whether the words were offensive. 

THE BRODERICK-TERRY DUEL. 

Judge Terry then sent by the hand of 
Col. Calhoun Benham a peremptory call to 
the field of honor.“ Broderick was con- 
scientiously opposed to dueling, yet he felt 
that in this case to decline would be dis- 
honcrable, and the challenge was accepted. 
The place chosen for the encounter was 
about one mile andahalf south of Lake 
Merted, on a ranch belonging to a Mr. Da- 
vis.

Terry's lips were compressed, his counte- 
nance was darkly sallow and his whole ap- 
pearance was that of aman without fear, 
as well as wtihout religious restraint. Mr. 
Broderick could not have been distin- 
guished as a principal. With his hands 
tolded behind him, he continued his con- 
versation with Mr. Haskell. He would oc- 
casionally glance at the crowd and recog- 
nize some familiar countenance. ‘The mus- 
cles ot his face were strong and his visage 
unrelaxed. When not conversing his lips 
were ccmpressed, and his whole bearing 
was that of a man about to meet a great is- 
sue and firmly prepared for it. The pistols 
having been arranged by the seconds, Mr.

Terry, who grasped it with his left hand, 
passed it behind him, connected both hands, 
and stood for a moment 1n that position and 
then rested the weapon on his left hand in 
front.

UNIVERSALLY REGRETTED. 

Thus ended one of the, most important 
encounters upon the “field of honor’’ which 
has ever taken place in this State—a duel 
which was the direct outgrowth ot the fight 
for supremacy between the two wings of 
the! Democratic party. The result of the fatal 
encounter aroused a storm of indignation 
throughout the entire State, and Terry was 
driven by force of popular indignation into 
retirement, At the time of his death (three 
days after he was shot) Broderick was 
United States Senawr, and was regarded 
by his friends as a man of high and noble 
aspirations, of stern integrity, and unim- 
peachable honesty.

The Rirth of Napoleon—Frederick 
William I. of Prussia—St. Ste- 
phen I.—The First Regular Pack- 
et—The Battle of Otterbourne.

he was born at Ajaccio, Island of Cor- 
sica, August 15, 1769. He was really 
born a year earlier, but claimed the 
date 1769 so as to make his birth occur 
subsequently to the occupation of his 
native island by the French. His mil- 
itary career and personal character 
will never cease to offer the material 
for historical controversy, and new 
light is constantly being shed upon an 
old theme by continued research. The 
greatest writer upon this subject is 
Taine, whose studies upon Napoleon 
have proved of the highest historical 
value. 

FREDERICK WILLIAM I. OF PRUSSIA. 
It is a curious coincidence that the 
second King of Prussia, by whose 
house the Napoleonic dynasty was 
— 5 to its final fall, should also 
have been horn on the 15th of August. 
Frederick William I., King of Prus- 
sia, first saw the light in 1688. He 
was the son of Frederick I., the first 
King of Prussia, whose royal title was 
recognized by the Emperor of Ger- 
many in 1700. Frederick William be- 
came King in February, 1713. He was 
brutal, arbitrary and eccentric. He 
had a passion for tall seldiers and mil- 
| itary parades, but was never anxious 
to use his troopsin actual war. The 
mere fact, as Macaulay expresses it, 

that any one came within reach o 

his cane was a sufficient excuse for be- 
laboring him. Even his son, the great 
Frederick, who, during his reign of 46 
years, doubled the area of russia, 
narrowly escaped death at his father’s 
age This irascible monarch died 
n 1740. 


ALEXIS COMMENTS. 


of Constantinople, died August 15, 
1118. He was born about the year 
1048, and became a general in the 
armies of the Greek Empire. Alexis 
was raised to the throne in 1080, and 
during his reign the first crusade to 
Palestine reached his capital. He was 
greatly disturbed by this irruption of 
western barbarians, as he termed the
